Claims 35, 37-39 
and 43-45 remain in the application. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 35, 37-39, 43-45 are allowed over prior art of record. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

The closest prior art of record, Quick Jr. (US 5,673,259) and Tanaka et al. (US 
5,781 ,542), taken alone or in combination, fails to disclose, in a CDMA user device, "a 
transceiver configured to dynamically assign data traffic channels for receiving data 
traffic based on an urgency factor wherein urgency factor is used to determine channel 
allocation based on a data type of the data traffic", claim 35. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
